Nature 
avi m >i*s  the  weary  worker  to  lest  ami  law 
life.  The  sight  of  the  jrreen  trees  alul 
greener  grass,  the  eonl  ami  delightful 
shaile.  is  the  true  sliniiilant  for  the 
nerves  ami  digestion.  Of  elms,  many 
line  rows  are  found  in  our  village. 
Single  s| mh*  linens  too.  an-  not  wanting, 
whose  history  if  written  weald  leeall  I h< 
loving  eare  of  the  earnest  workers  of 
the  past.  A  liner  park  than  marks  tin 
center  of  our  village  i>  seldom  found 
within  the  limits  of  country  town,  its 
turf  of  living  given.  with  the  overhang¬ 
ing  elms,  teach  many  a  lesson  iijmiu  the 
value  of  arltorieulture  and  -gardening. 
'I’he  charm  ofismutry  life  is  not  in  grand 
tio uses,  or  stately  hiiiltUugs.  Imt  in  tin 
glimpses  of  nature  which  pup  mil  at  us 
from  tho  roadside  and  in  the  green 
fields.  lo  have  these,  without  the 
inconveniences  of  had  mads,  had  walks,’ 
dark  streets,  ami  had  drainage,  is  to 
have  a  home  in  the  country  without  its 
annoyances. 

True  this  is  a  trouble  and  a  care.  Walks 
will  not  make  themselves,  Brass  and 
weeds  will  grow  where  they  should  not 
aud  trees  will  not  get  them>elvrs  planted 
lor  nothing,  nor  grow  in  a  month  oi  year. 
Neither  have  wiyleached  that  laud  where 
Hoad  Hoards  *k*  not  tear  up  and  destroy. 
Vet  a  tier  all  liy  these  evulenees  of  thrill 
ami  care  are  we  judged,  lie  who  runs 
thubitirh  a  village  may  read  the  signs 
which  tell  of  industry  or  laziness,  which 
make  or  mar  the  reputation  of  the  vil¬ 
lage  longing  for  more  and  lictler  ueigh- 
Ihus. 

Alas  that  it  is  so  fin*  signs  are  hot  only 
read— Imt  they  are  red.  while,  hint*  aud 
yellow-  also,  as  they  hang  from  the  hark 
ol  our  stateliest  a nd~ grandest  chits, 
Which  lilt  their  hcads^ioll  as  if  in  dis¬ 
dain  ol  such  lWkshilhan  economy. 
Had  enough  is  it  to  !>*•  Wed  w  ith  chairs, 
ami  ears,  hats.-  elejihaiits,  and  staring 
sigjjis  ii|Aon  Icnees.  hams,  and  street  coi¬ 
ners.  hut  the  treb  le*!  never  made 
them  for  such  lists,  but  ••man  hath 
wrought  out  many  inventions."  In  the 
opinion  of  not  j»  few  the  time  has  come 
Ihr  im-reasiHl  tidiness  alxmt  onr  streets 
and  walks.  New  femes.  Utter  walks, 
clean ‘gutters,  handsome  trms.  th*e  from 
signs  of  wood.  rags,  or  pa|»er  these 
may  U*  frith *s.  but  they  are  such  trilles 
as  make  the  sum  of  v  illage  pride  and 
happiness.  The  business-man  who  will 
not  sutler  you  to  t;dK  nonsense  with  tiim 
in  ‘business  hours  should  have  too  imieli 
gmnl  S4*n>e  to  thrust  his  card  in  the  face
